In the past few months the 
subject of Urban Renewal for 
Wilmington has commanded con- 
sidérable attention and creat- 
ed many discussions amongst 
the local citizenry. 
The Wilmington Housing Author 
ity believes that the Urban 
Renewal program provides the. 
opportunity to improve the 
community and promote sound 
overall growth. 
To the end of promoting a 
wider understanding of Urban 
Renewal, the following basic 
questions and answers are 
provided, 
Q Just what is renewal? 
A. Briefly, renewal is a tot- 
al approach to a community's 
problems. Included in such an 
approach is the acquisition 
and clearance of slums and 
blighted areas which are then 
sold or leased for the, con- 
struction of new buildings in 
accordance with a town approv- 
ed plan. 
Q By what authority does the 
agency carry out Urban Renewal 
A The Federal and State Gov- 
ernments have recognized the 
importance Of eliminating 
slums and blight in communit- 
ies by enacting what is called 
‘enabling legislation’.

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THE OLD ‘WILDCATV RAILROAD 

there is a railroad in Wil- 
mington known, to its inhabi- 
tants for some generations as 
the Wildcat Railroad. It runs 
from Wilmington station to the 

Wilmington Junction, the Wil- 
mington station being on the 
Washua Division of the BaMRR 
and Wilmington Junction being 
on the Portland Division. 

The road, which is about 2% 
miles long, is more properly 
called the Lawrence Branch, by 
the Boston and Maine Railroad. 
Until recently only two or 
three freight trains a day 
used the track. Now there are 
many passenger trains, slowly 
undulating down a wavy track. 

The Boston & Maine has ‘bal- 
lasted’ the road, with crushed 
stone, but the trains have an 
appearance of weaving and 
swaying, as they make their 
way on the old road bed. 

he old ‘Wildcat’, almost 
Groin for thirty years or 
re is back again in the news 

Back in 1830, when Wilmington 
was a town of about 500 people 
the only through transporta- 
tion was provided by the Mid- 
diesex Canal, which ran from 
Charlestown to Lowell. 

The old canal was the product 
of the imagination of Colonel 
Loammi Baldwin, of North Wo- 
bum. It had been in operation 
since 1803, and daily a pro- 
cession of horse-drawn barges 
passed up and down the canal, 
carrying freight. Most of the 
freight was to and from Lowell 
which then boasted a popula- 
tion of about 7590 persons and 
was no mean little city. The 
freight barges moved at a lit- 
tle over one mile an hour. 

There were passenger barges 
too, two of them, which aver- 
aged about eight hours between 
Poston and Lowell. One of them 
once accomplished the trip in 
five hours and 23 minutes, and 
this was a trenendous feat. 

Passengers between boston and 
Lowell usually used the stage 
coach, which used what is now 
Route 3, through Billerica. It 
is a matter of record that the 
stage coach line had about one 
hundred passengers a day. 

But freight, in the winter 
time, could not travel on the 
canal, so that in spite of the 
relative ease of operations in 
the summer, there was no tra- 
ffic for about three months of 
the year. 

(One of the few structures 
left from the Canal, incident- 
ly, is the Gowing Lock House, 
on Shawsheen Avenue, now the 
home of Murrell Birkle. It was 
here that the barges were 
‘locked through’ to drop down 
eight feet to the canal level 
that ren past what is now Wil- 
mington Square, Here, too, the 
barge ‘Captains’ used to put 
up for the night, to resume 
their journey next day) 

But the Lowell manufocturers, 
in their cotton mills, were 
dissatisfied with the slomess 
of traffic on the canal, and 
the winter freeze-ups, Patrick 
T. Jackson and Kirk Booth were 
among those ‘Who wanted a rail- 
road, and a meeting, in Jack~ 
son's home, in Boston, on Jon. 
27, 1830 launched the begin- 
ning of New England's first 
reilroad, the Boston & Lowell. 

In spite of the opposition of 
the Canal, the railroad was 

artered, in June 1830, and 

; on afterwards organized. The 
charter gave the Boston & Lo- 
well the exclusive right for 8 
railroad to run from Boston to 

‘ony point within five miles 
of Lowell’, Jackson immediate- 
ly subscribed $62,000 to buy 
stock in the railroad. 

The route for the railroad 
was surveyed by James Franklin 
Baldwin, a son of the Colonel, 
who had been named for a dear 
friend, Benjamin Franklin. 

Baldwin, like his father, was 
a Civil Engineer, ond it is 
rather ironic to think that in 
surveying the route for the 
new railroad he was in effect 
disregarding his father’s dy- 
ing wish - to protect and pre- 
serve the Canal, for it was 
the Boston & Lowell Railroad 
that put the Middlesex Canal 
out of business. 

There is a legend in Wilming- 
ton that the Buck family, who 
owed Wilmington Common, and a 
lot of land nearby, caused the 
route to be diverted one half 
mile westward, by their ‘hold- 


up’ prices for land. 

This may have been true, but 
Jackson and Baldwin stayed a- 
way from the ceiters of the 
towns they went through, as a 
matter of course. They found 
it easier to deal with the far 
mers. The railroad deliberate- 
ly stayed clear of Wobum cen- 
ter, and Medford Center. 

The first passenger train 
from Boston to Lowell was on 
June 24, 1835, The trains ren 
four times a day, two trips 
each way, and the fare was $1. 
There were no stops, except at 
a point in Woburn to take on 
wood and water. 

But it wasn’t long before an 
unanticipated demand was made 
for local passenger traffic 
stops, and in 1837 stops were 
being made at Wilmington. A 
depot was built, on the south 
side of the Burlington Avenue 
bridge. 

The Boston & Lowell Railroad 
was on its way towards being a 
great success - for many years 
it was the Number One Railroad 
in the United States, and no 
other railroad would try an 
inovation until the Boston & 
Lowell had tried it out and 
pronounced the idea to be a 
success. 

But while the Boston & Lowell 
served the people of Wilming- 
ton, the people of Andover, 7 
miles away were left out in 
the far wildemess. 

As early as 1833 a petition 
to the Great & General Court, 
asked for the right to connect 
with the Boston & Lowell, at 
Wilmington, and a charter was 
approved on March 15th of thet 
year. 

This railroad, the Wilmington 
& Andover, was the beginning 
of what is now the Roston & 
Maine, and the Lawrence Branch 
follows for some distance the 
route that was first surveyed 
for the road to go to Andover. 

The idea for the railroad 
probably started in the Ando- 
ver Acedemy and Theological 
Seminary, at that time a train 
ing school for Congregational 
Ministers, and now better 
kmowm as Phillips Amdover. 
The people of this school, 
shrewd Yankees, were instru- 
mental in,many far reaching 
moves, It was this school, for 
instance, that sent Missionar- 
ies to the Hawaiian Islands at 
just about this time, the 
initial move which eventually 
led to the Dole Pineapple Em- 
pire, and Hawaii becoming a 
part, of the United States. 

The Andower Seminary sub- 
scribed for a large part of 
the $100,000 capital stock of 
the new railroad. 

The original survey did not 
follow the present tracks of 
the Boston & Maine, after it 
had passed what is now Wilming 
ton Junction. Instead the way 
was graded for a railroad a- 
round the hill over which Bal- 
lardvale Road passes, crossing 
Lowell Junction Road in Ando- 
ver near its junction with Ri- 
ver Street ( Ballardvale St. ) 
The original right of way can 
still be traced there, as it 
can further up, at Pomp’s Pond 
in Andover. 

But before a single railroad 
tie had been laid the Direc- 
tors had a change of heart. 
They envisioned a railroad 
that would go on to Lawrence, 
and took out some of the 
curves, to have a line that 
could continue on to Lawrence 
if the opportunity offered. 


‘ The action was undoubtedly 


caused by a meeting in Haver- 
hill, in January of 1834, the 
result of which led to the in- 
corporation of the Andover & 
Haverhill Railroad. 

The first plans of the Ando- 
ver group had been to run 
trains from Andover to Wilming 
ton, and then on the tracks of 
the Boston & Lowell to Boston. 
The track was laid on cedar 
ties, and on August 2, 1836 
the first train ran on the new 
road. 

A station was built in Wil- 
mington, at the end of the 
Wilmington & Andover Railroad, 
Instead of continuing on to 
Boston the passengers had to 
disembark and walk a quarter 
of amile south, to the Wil- 
mington depot on the Boston & 
Lowell. 

Thus there were two Wilming- 
ton depots, within a quarter 
of a mile of each other. 


T me original Wilmington depot 
of the Wilmington & Andover 
was moved, in later years to 
a point across from the pre- 
sent Fire Station, where it is 
now used as a home. It is per- 
haps the oldest railroad build 
ing in existance in the United 
States. 

The Wilmington & Andover very 
rapidly extended itself north- 
ward, through the Andover & 
Haverhill, and on Oct 26, 1837 
the first train went as far as 
Bradford, on the Merrimac Riv- 
er. 

Meanwhile, in connection with 
plans to extend to Maine, there 
had been incorporated, in New 
Hampshire, on June 27, 1835 
the name of the Boston & Maine 
Railroad, 

In 1838 a bridge was juilt a- 
cross the Merrimac, and the 
railroad reached Exeter NH in 
1840, at which time the name 
of Boston & Maine was used, 
for perhaps the first time. 

It is interesting to note 
that Asa Sheldon ‘The Wilming- 
ton Farmer’ had a lot to do 
with the construction of the 
tracks of that original Boston 
& Maine Railroad. He describes 
in his autobiography some of 
the troubles he had with the 
tracks, up-near Haverhill, as 
he tried to cross swamps, and 
he relates some of his many 
conversations with Patrick 
Jackson, the builder of the 
Boston & Lowell. 

What was perhaps the first 
“‘ballasting’ of a railroad 
track was as the result of an 
expirement ‘by Sheldon, and he 
relates in his book how Jack- 
son asked him where stone of 
the type needed could be ob- 
tained. According to Sheldon 
he got the stone from the Tow 
Farm of Wilmington, but if 
such was the case there is no 
trace today of any gravel pit 
he used. 

As the years passed by, in 
the 1840's it became apparent 
to the directors of the Boston 
& Maine that they should have 
Boston. It was too much to ask 
passengers to disembark at the 
Wilmington depot, and walk a@ 
quarter of amile to the other 
Wilmington depot. Accordingly 
a route was planned through 
North Wilmington, Reading, etc 
directly to Boston. 

But planning the route, and 
getting it were two different 
things. The Boston & Lowell, 
mindful of its charter, fought 
tooth and nail in the State 
House, finally losing when it 
was proven to enough legisla- 
tors that Wilmington Junction 
was over five miles from Lo- 
well, 

Thus the new road was laid 
and opened, on July 4, 1845, 
and the Wildcat traffic di- 
verted. 

But after the Boston & Maine 
had bought out the Boston & 
Lowell, some 40 years later, 
the Wildcat again became a bu- 
sy road. Regular trains were 
mun, for passenger service, 
with a small passenger station 
at the Salem Street crossing 
and a shanty at the Glen Road 
crossing. 

There were early morning 
trains, and later afternoon 
trains. The early morning 
trains used to pick up milk, at 
Salem Street, for the Boston 
market. 

There is also a vestige of a 
story that a gravel pit opera- 
tion took place, in the area 
between Broad Street and Salem 
Street. There are a few holes 
which seemingly came from such 
an operation, and there is a 
stretch of woodland there 
‘which was apparantly at one 
time graded for railroad cars, 
but there is no definite proof 
and if such an operation was 
carried out it was smal] in 
Scope. 

One of the stories which have 
come down to us is the death 
of one of the Sheldon family, 
(which one is not known) at 
the Salem Street crossing. 
This Sheldon was a butcher, 
end he was struck by a train 
and killed, perhaps 80 years 
ago, as he drove over the 
crossing at Salem Street. His 
change purse was run over by 
the engine, and many nickles 
and dimes etc., scattered a- 
long the right of way. 

As recently as World War I 
money would be found along the 


right of way, by searching 
boys - money probably lost by 
the unfortunate Sheldon. 

Passenger service was finally 
discontinued in 1923, but the 
name still continues - the 
‘Wildcat’ railroad. Its de- 
rivation is unknown, but the 
name has always been there. 

Another of the stories which 
has come down to us is the 
proposal of the B&M to locate 
car repair shops on the Wild- 
cat. 

It was an ideal location, from 
the railroad point of view, 
for the Wildcat was only two 
miles long, and repair shops 
would be able to service both 
the Nashua and Portland divi- 
sions without any undue trou- 
ble. 

But there were flies in the 
ointment. Two speculators 
bought some of the land which 
the railroad wanted, and tried 
to make a ‘killing’. In ad- 
dition, when the subject came 
up in a town meeting there 
were a number of people who 
did not want Wilmington to be 
a ‘railroad’ town. The opposi- 
tion was such that, combined 
with the operations of the two 
speculators, the B&M dropped 
all ideas of locating its re- 
pair shop in Wilmington, and 
instead went to North Biller- 
ica. 

For many years after that 
there was a moan from the tax- 
conscious people of Wilmington 
who would look at the revenue 
Billerica was getting from the 
‘car shops’. Recently that 
moaning has not been heard - 
perhaps because of the run 
down condition of the shops, 
but more likely because the 
younger generation doesn’t 
know about the ‘wonderful’ 
chance that Wilmington missed. 

And now the old Wildcat is 
again running passenger trains 
and some of then stop daily at 
about the place where the 
Sheldon death took place, on 


Salem Street. Likewise, let it 
be noted, passengers are now 


walking from the end of the 
Wildcat run to the Lowell cars 
every day, down at the Wil- 
mington depot.
